A Swarta of UFOs ; Finally, Rey reports a dramatic sighting of a "swarm" of UFOs she 
witnossedo Defe^ls follow. Date; June 27a 1966o Time ; 01ol5 hours (night of Juno 27)o 
Place; In her garden in The Hague West* Directicm of wind: From KW - SE. Weather cond¬ 
itions; Clear, cloudless sky, with many stars in it» Rey continues: "I went into the 
garden for a bit of fresh air* and was facing Easto Suddenly in the sky thei^ appeared a 
"rain of lights" resembling meteors, but to ray amazement, they took the shape of a swarm, 
like birdSo They actually "turned" from NW to SE and than to the East, the bigger lights 
vfobbling over my rooftop as they disappearadc It all took about 10 seccmds*. The lights 
were a constant hazy-blue, not so bright as the starso There were probably about 10 - 15 
of theme I was too sttmned to counts I had no idea of their altitude, but they looked 
like pennies at arms-lengtho I tried to reason it outo They could not have been meteors 
or satellites for these phenomena move in a one-way direction and surely cannot "swing" 
like birdso My only reasonable assumption was that they were UFOs and yet there remained 
that shadow of a doubt» Tiowever, As if to remove this doubt, the follov/ing day I received 
a letter from a friend in Eindhoven with i>diom I am in close telepathic coomunication and 
she, unaware of my actual axperimrrce, confirmed my sighting of the UFOso This counter¬ 
check from an outside source convinced me tfSat I had indeed seen a swam of UFOso" 

Denmark : With a nation as v«ll-read and open-minded as the Danes, ithas been inev¬ 
itable that the UFO mystery has aroused considerable interest in this country, particularly 
at the intellectual and university levelso Much of this interest has beoi the resiilt of an 
intensive UFO educational campaign put on by Major Hans Petersen of the Royal Danish Air 
Force, who is Head of Scandinavian UFO Information and IGAP organizer for Europe and As:

Italy : Interest in UFO phencuaena is rapidly increasing in Italy, with a consider<=- 
able number of reputable men in professional fields joining the ranks of rsseai’chers. 

Large cities such as MiJLan, Turin and Rone, have active UFO groups, some with interesting 
publications. To any of our Italian-speaking readers, we recoranend the UFO magazine 
"Clypeus” now in its third year of publication in Turin. Details may be obtained from 
Gianna Settimo, Casella Postale 604, Torino-^entro, Italy. 

Phoney ’"Martian” Exposed : In Rome, a well-respected lawye r. Fernando Ruag o« is 
devoting much of his spare time to UFO research and space matters and is now reg^ded as 
Rtmie's '*Spa. ce Speeial^ ist”. Signor Russo related an amusing attempt by a pAioney '’Martian'* 
to extort mohey and jewellery frexa him which was to be delivered at a meeting place in 
St. Peter’s Square. The "Martian", in a telephone call to him, explained in a strange 
broken accent, that he needed these specimens to take back to his planet. Pretending to 
comply Trfith this request, the astute lawyer advised the police and that night they arrested 
a queer figure swathed in bandages snd wearing goggles. He tximed out to be a. law sti^ei^ 
^ose brother had been a pupil of Fernando Russo. TW.s incident would seem to indicate 
that the Roman lawyer is nobody's fool and that his keen interest in the UFO case miist 
have a sound basis. 

PApg^l Audience ; While in Rch&s, the Editor had an A udien ce with the Pope at his 
summer palace in Castel Ganfe lfo a nd heaidHls Holiness make an earnest appeal for gz'sater 

( unity between the Christiah churches, suggesting the layinig aside of certai n creed and 
dogma in an effort to est abl ish a United C^istian Chtirch. 11113, wo feel, is a step in 
the rii^t direction and it is to be hoped that the eccle3i42t,^g^ hierarchy of the various 
Christian churches will heed this plea from one of the world’s great spiritual leaders. 

It is believed in certain UFO circles that the Space Brothers are in direct contact with 
the Pope. Certainly there is evidence to believe that the late Pope John received comm¬ 
unications from them. It has now been established that there are corrofeorating witnesses 
to the meeting in Denmark of the late George Adssnski with a man from Venus vdio handed him 
a sealed package, with instructions to deliver it to Pope John. Aceordin^y, GA made the 
trip to Rome and at Vatican City ho was given a 2-hour Audience with the Pope at which 
time he presented him with the package. The day after the Audience, Pope John presented 
GA with a gold medallion. Later, in England, the Editor was privileged to see two colour 
photographs depicting each side of the gold medallicai. 

Britain : The Editor found England a veritable hive of UFO i*esearch activity, with 
a large nvaaber of active UFO groups in many parts of the cotmt^. Under “the' leadership 
of the British Ifiiidentified Flying Objects Research Association ccaaprised mainly of scien¬ 
tists, technicians, professional man, university students, etc., most of the English groups 

i are adopting a similar scientific approach to the UFO mystery. Usidoubtedly too, the wide 
publicity given by t he press to t h e.Wara^ster incidents aroused the curiosity of the 
public~at—large and-as a iresrilt^f their cTamourin^for ^^swers, a Public Enquiry was 
instituted into the Warminster affair. Apart from this, an intensive campaign is present¬ 
ly being conducted by the Midland Interpl^etary Association to obtain thousands of signa- 
tzires to a petition to be presented to the British Primo Minister, requesting that the full 
facts of the UFOs be released to the public. It might be of interest to add here that 
during a recent press conference at v^iich the question of UFOs was raised. Prime Minister 
H^pld Wilson stated: "The Government is taking this subject very seriously." 
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. Warn V/elcom9 from UFO Groups : It was the Editor® s good fortune to meet with the 
leaders and numbers of two of the most active UFO ginjups in Britain, ioe»^ Ronald Caswell 
and his lOAP^B group, with headquarters in Harlow. Essex, and Leo nard G. Crampi, i^residcrit, 
and members of the Isle of Wight UFO • Investigation Society® ‘Fne Editor was given a cordial 
wwlccsne by these 2 groups and enjoyed some long and interesting sessions vdth then on aib=^ 
jects of mutiial interest during which scientific and philosophical data were exclmnged and 
valuable contacts made for the futureo 

IGAP-GB ; Ronald Cast^ell, British co-worker for the j^temational Get Acquainted 
Program o riginated by the late George Adamski, had a host of activi-ties to reporxo 
Trcm conducting a most successful series of lectures, with film show of the GA coloxu* . 
movie shots of flying saucers, in various parts of Britain and Etirope, he is now busily 
engaged in organizing the IGAP Infonnation Service in Denmark, in collaboration with Major 
Hans Petersen, IGAP organizer for Eu rope and Asiao IGAP Information Service is soon to 
put out the first issue of a now, bi^omhthl^, quality magazine entitled “UF O^Contac ts” For 
further details, see the special report on this new magazine in this issue of Topside<> 

Ron''s IGAP activities take him travelling to various parts of Britain and Europe either on 
lectxire tours or on investigation research; he maintains voluminous correspondence with 
co=workers and UPO colleagues all over the world and also puts out an interesting bi¬ 
monthly news-letter packed with informative details of UF'O interest gathei^Trom various 
comers of the eartho He oftan wishes his day had 36 hoursS 

Contactee Reports ; During an interesting discussion with momters of IGAP-GB, the 
Editor learned of many of the more local activities of this group. Apart from their main 
interest in spreading the truth of the scientific and philosophic aspects of Ufology, 
members follow up with avid interest, reports of sightings and landings in Britain, often 
visiting the actual sites, and they are especially interested in contactee reports. Two 
accounts of contactee claims were reported to the Editor which are presented with the 
usTial open=minded policy of Topside. The first concerned a contactee claim investigated 
by the IGAP-GB group in Devon in April of this year. The contactee in question lived in 
a cottage at the edge of Dartmoor and claimed to be in communication with some space 
people who promised him, as proof of their gen\unenes8, that they would fly over his 
property and drop from their spacecraft pieces of the Mustang in which Capt. Mantell was 
killedo He was told to watch out for a blue light and on the night of April 24, he ob¬ 
served a blue light hovering over his cottage. The next morning he examined his garden 
and found the hedges burnt and a amll collection of pieces of metal, including a button 
with an eagle on it. He took this material to Exeter for a series of tests by a Professor 
Newton and later, Leonard Cramp, well-known British UFO research investigator, analyzed 
them. Some of the hardware was identified as parts of Speriy aircraft equipmento Later, 
a U.S.A.P. officer who was at the Control Tower at the time of the Jfentoll plane disinte¬ 
gration, examined the material and expressed the belief that the pieces of metal were 
indeed part of the Mustang in vdiich Capt. Mantell flew. 

Appolntoents with Flying Saucers ; The second contactee story concerns 21=y0ar old 
Garry Byers, well-known to raambers of IGAP-GB, who periodically hears a ’’mystery voice" 
which directs him to certain places to keep appointments with flying saucers. The V/est 
Essex Gazette of April 29 published an account of one such appointment which took place 
at Theydon Bois whwi Garry saw "a dazzling white object" hovering a few hundred feet 
overhead. This sighting was later conflxmed by a local resident, Mrs. W<^dy Cannon, \Aio^ 
also described it as "quite dazzling". Garry explains that the voice that he hears - a 
man's - feels like a "strong, insistent voice inside his head." More recently, Garry had 
another strange experience vdien, for no apparent ircasoc, his car stalls. IVhile examining 
the engine, he suddenly became aware of a man standing near him, wearing dark clothes and 
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to-iioaed hat i«hich shadod hia fac«. Speakix^ in a "flat tone'% tho man suggested that 
Garay kept a further appolntm^t %fith a flying saucer on a naaod date at Everl^ on 
Salisbury PIal3i« A fei^ laononts later, Garry dlscovared that his car in wrking 
order again and the man had vanishedc He reported the incident to meaibers of XGAP->GB. and 
' 17 of the group acaxapaiiod Garry to the rendezvous just before daT«« On arrival, essate 
oon£\ieion arose as to the actual sighting place and one of the group, a navigator, worked 
out the most likely spot for a landinge This turned out to be the site of an ancimt' 
burial groxjnd. Tha ini'estigatlng group waited aromd, but apart frcm a few inexplicable 
li^ts, m>thing spectacular happenedo By daylight, the party cme to the conclusion 
that the sly irntch had been 3<^thing of a fiasco, but before leaving, Ikmnis CaswaU 
decided to take a photograph of what appeared to be a plane at high altitude» When the 
fila was developed aid printed, two snail inysterious objects appeared in the slyo Blo>«°'Up 
to massive nilargcmients, th^ proved to bo flying saucers of a peculiar mushroccs i^apoo 
To the group's furtl>er surprise, on comparing these photographs with one that appears in 
the July=Augus(t 1966 issue of '-Plying Saucer Review” whidi was taken in Melbourne, 
Australia, they fciaid it to ba of tlie identical raushroom shaped The colour photo taken 
in Australia was produced hy a Poloroid camera, making it less easy to fake, with a witness 
presttit during the photographing of the Ut^O and the processing a few minutes later» Ron 
Caswell shoi^d the photographs to the £d:i.tor idio compared them with the Australian one 
and thore was no doubt that they were of,exactly the same type of IFOo The Editor also 
scrutinized an vilargement of the complete skyscape st^e from which the massive blowups 
f ware taken and became convinced there was absolutely no question of fake pbotogr&phyo

UFO RESEAROI ACTIVITY ON THE ISIE OF WIGHT . 

Of the niany UFO groups in Britain, the Isle of Wi^it UFO Jhwsfcigatioa Society 
is regarded as one of the most active and higlily respected for its scientific approach 
to the UFO mystery. Ifro Pi^deriok W. Smith, Hon. Secretary of the Society and Editor 
of its publication '’Spacelink*', givos the following interesting account of some of the 
Society's activities: 

Society was founded in 1962 by eight founder Embers. It formed mainly

both by ottor woi*kers aiid not least by himself. Leonard is a tireless seeker of imow- 
ledge and although with both feet firmly <m the greund, is nert in the least wwied by 
delving into the tordor-lines of scientific research - in fact, ho thrives cm it I 

The Society moot awithly an Newport, capital of the Island, and hav© during its 
four years, covered many aspects of Ufology frcmi straight astronomy to the "way-out" 
points of view. Brain Trusts are very popular and serve to impart naich sought-after 
knowledge to the general public. Other activities have ijicludcd practical evenisigs 
with demonstrations of telescope making and UFO detec tore. Many Island societies hav© 
requested speakers and have afforded sseae fir^-claae discjusslon evsnings. 

Some 50 members repres^it the present stron^h of the Society and include rocket 
technicians, electronic engineers, draughtanen, technical authors and artists, house¬ 
wives, a Ikiitarian aaJnister, boat builder, agency director, apprentices, school teachers 
and university students. 

Outside activities include publication of a monthly UFO Sighting Information Sheet 
named "UFOIOO” run very efficiently by hard-working John Peakins (information officer). 

Some 400 incidents have now passed through the Service in 2 years. An international 
section is a recent now feature. Circulation covers all Britidr UFO groups. "Spacelink" 
published quaarterly by 3WUF0IS is edited by Frederick ‘«i. Smith and is now In its 3rd 
year of publication. Some 12 overseas exchanges are made with foreign magazines. Many 
crdlginal articles are contributed by memtors and others. Several TF appearances n^b-^ 
ers have made the Society well-known^in the South of England, particularly over the recent 
Warminster (Wilts) sightings. Sksrwa^ches are very popular, the Island providing a good 
vantage point with its hi^ ground and open sea views. The Society is affiliated to the 
British UFO Research Associationo An annual dinner is a big social feature and this year's 
guest of honour was Charles Bowmi, Editor of the Bidtish "Flying Saucer Review**. 

The IWUFOIS policy is to pursue any avenue of research and investigate any promising 
incident. It has no concliislons to reach regaisiing UFOs. That semething is "going on” is 
aclnowledgedo It is our toB^iess to find out and jass on idiat ws find to those \dio will

”Ti«lve tiiaes I h&ve saon flying taucers” claims Major Poterseno '"Ris first thre® 
yaars after I started my investigations, I saw nothing. But on a nl^t in I960 in Jutland, 
I saw a white, li^t object half as big as the moon in the slty. &$cn after 1 saw an object 
laiid very slowly somewhere. Another ni^t my wife and I saw a UFO in wonierfbl colours 
slowly l^d on earth not far away. And more recently, ws have seen several objects, fbr 
example, the above>^msntioned "tennis balls" al<»g our hedge. I do not believe they are 
mannsade. If the Russians or the Americans had developed asiything like these objects, 

• they would surely not let them fly al»ut all over the world like flying saucers do." 

Major Petersen then proceeded to give a couple of examples of his UFO reports. 

, (l) O ne of his reporters, a Copenhagen police-lnspectoi^ was walking down Store Kongengade 
when suddenly he saw a little, shining bail - like a sbap bubble - moving fast about the 
cars in the street. The inspector watched it for a vdiile. Then he said: "If you are a 
flying saucer, pal, then come over to me." At once the ball stopi^d, came over and placed 
itself in front of the inspector. It stopped rl^t in front of his face and, after a few 
seconds, it disappeared. (2) A Danish man and his wife, together with another couple, 
were out on a drive. S\ 2 ddenly th^ saw a huge, dial<^shaped object land on a meadow close 
to the road. They stopped, jonped out of the car and approached the meadow. They saw U 
creatures walkii^ aboxxt the fl^ng saucer. When they were as dose as 150 ft. from the 
saucer, their muscles became paralysed. For the next 20 minutes they «>uld not move but 
x^re able to watch the U strange beings and the saucer. Then the UFO took off and di»- 
appeared into the sl^. Major Petersen admitted that the^ reports may sound fantastic, 
but he is convinced of their truth because they came from very reliable sources. 

The Major then went on to talk about the late George M omniri and the claims made 
by him in his books. "I believe in Adamski" he stated. "He was my friend until he died 
a few years ago and I fed suz% that he spoke the truth. Furthermore, science has now 
proved 50^ of what Adamski claimed to have seen out in space thin^ which iiero unknoi^ 
in those days. And it is not only Adan^ki who has been in a flying saucer. I have 
reports of other xaen t^.o liave and among them is an American General, 1»it all this is 
being Icept as a secret." 

Major Petersen then desci'ibed the visit of Adami^ to Iknmark 
people got him a room in a hotel in Dra^r (a little village on the sotitne^ pa3rt of the 
small island, Amager, where Kastrup Airport is situated). Already on that first day, 
Adamski claimed that he had received some mysterious information the meaning of which 
he could not understand. When two of ^ UFO people went out to see Adamdki at 8 o’clock 
the next morning, he told them 1:^ had arisen at 4 o’clock and had vfalked about the harbour 
pier in Dragj^r. Kars he had met a man from Venus who had ^oqijLained the m^stesrious message 
and had handed him a sealed package, with instructions to driver it to ^he Pope. "I do 
not know what the package contained." said Major Petersen. "But I know that Adamski went 
to Rome and at the Vatican he had a 2-'hoTir Audience with the late Pope John XXHI, and 
I that the day after the Audience, the Pope presented Adamski with one of the most disting^ 

I uished orders of the Vatican." 

Askojj about people from Venus, the Major replied: "Yes, they are sent to Earth and 
live among us in ozxier to rejjort what happens heire. I know of 12 in Euroi» - aad 3 of them 
^ live in Scandinavia." 

In conclusion. Major Petersen reported that he now lias contact people i n. 69 counfcrias 
and thaVli^is about to publish a periodical in English named "UFO Ccntact". His* final 
word on flying saucers: "They exist.

These cases include those w?iore there is only a 
single witaess ajid therefore no corroboratiwi, and since many reports 1^-ve t ean admitted 
to he hoaxes, a>nK) of th©^ are no doubt included. 


People who submit reports are informed of our conclusions, md their reports and 
our findings, are not published. ^Riis aiixes from the confidential nature ^>f corrospond'- 
ence between citiaans of the Ikiitod Kingdom and Government Bepaitaents.
